A CATERING 
worker who 
“hated” his former 
stepfather, attacked 
him by biting his 
face, Cardiff Crown 
Court has heard. 

Joshua Davies (24), a 
man with no previous 
convictions, attacked 
taxi driver David 
Thorne by biting his 
right eyebrow, cheek 
and nose, said 
prosecutor Tony Trigg. 

Davies, of South 
Road, Porthcawl, was 
jailed for three years 
after pleading guilty to 
a charge of wounding 
with intent to do 
grievous bodily harm. 

Said the Recorder of 
Cardiff, Judge Eleri 
Rees: “It is hard to 
reconcile the young 
man in references with 
the young man who 
committed this offence. 

“It was an appalling 
incident. Mr Thorne 
didn’t deserve to be 
attacked in this way. 
You may have been 
under the influence of 
alcohol, but it is not 
mitigation.” 

Mr Trigg said Mr 
Thorne had known 
Davies since the age of 
five. He worked as a 
taxi driver and at lam 
on December 30, he was 
called to pick up a fare 
at a Porthcawl hotel, 
which turned out to be 
the defendant and a 
young woman. 

At one point, said Mr

Thorne, he made a joke 
about the defendant’s 
mother, which went 
down very badly. 

“He tried to placate 
Davies, but it was not 
successful. It 
culminated in a very 
nasty assault. 

“At the end of the 
journey, Davies gave 
him £20 and _ then 
grabbed him from 
behind and forced him 


backwards. The 
woman passenger 
screamed for him to 
stop.” 

Davies was heard to 
say: “You’ve 
disrespected my 
mother” and bit his 
nose. 

He tried to get Davies 


off, but he was bitten 
on an eyebrow and 
cheek before the 
woman pulled him off. 

Mr Thorne drove off 
and flagged down a 
police car. 

After the incident, 
said Mr Trigg, Davies 
said he hated Mr 
Thorne. 

“The injuries were 
serious and unpleasant. 
There were multiple 
puncture marks and 
some tissue loss. He 
was given a tetanus 
injection and 
antibiotics.”

said: “Other than being 
cold and hungry — both 
quickly put right — the 
lost hiker was able to be 
walked back to the 
WBMSRT vehicles, 
before being passed on 
to local police officers, 
who then took him back 
to his car. 

“Having been stood 
down, the team 
members, all volunteers, 
went home to catch a 
few hours sleep before 
the start of the working 
day. In one case that 
meant an alarm going

films is leavened by the 
magic of the director, or 
the charm of the film’s 
cast. Sadly here, despite 
the wealth of talent, this 
is a film that lacks for 
that magic ingredient, a 
perfunctory experience 
full of familiar gags and 
beats. 

It very much has the 
whiff of a cast and 
director working within 
themselves. You can’t 
begrudge acting royalty 
like Michael Caine, 
Morgan Freeman or 
Alan Arkin the 
opportunity to take it 
easy, but here none of 
the actors really develop 
the characters nor offer 
anything exciting. 

As you might expect, 
Caine plays the noble 
member of the group, 
beaten down by a world 
of crooked finances, 
Freeman the cheeky and 
kindly member of the 
group, and Arkin the 
cantankerous, yet warm- 
hearted, member. 

They’re all 
performances we’ ve 
seen before, and while 
there are small moments 
that thrill (Caine and 
Freeman escaping from 
a shoplifting training 
exercise like ET and 
Elliott; Arkin’s gentle 
berating of a young man 
learning to play the 
saxophone) there’s far 
too much of it that 
doesn’t, the cast gently 
rolling on their gravitas 


and little else. 

Given that Zach Braff 
was behind the camera 
for this film should have 
given it an extra boost. 
While a skilled actor 
himself with a great 
sense of comic timing 
(evidenced by the 
sublime Scrubs), Braff 
has also shown himself 
to be a director of great 
subtlety and nous with 
Garden State and Wish 
You Were Here. 

Unfortunately, he is 
unable to bring any of 
the edge and irreverence 
of those films to 
proceedings, the 
direction the kind of ‘by- 
the-numbers’ 
filmmaking you get in 
most anodyne 
Hollywood comedies 
(can we all just stop 
filming cityscapes from 
above please?!) 

He does show some 
skilled touches in the 
planning of the heist and 
its build-up, but much 
like the performances, 
the moments of 
inspiration are few and 
far between.

element here, lifeless 
and lacking in freshness.

THE year — 1896. 
The place Barry — 
no longer an 
island... Whitmore 
beach is teeming 
with day trippers 
having a dip in the 
sea or having a 
donkey ride or in 
the funfair. 

After the construction 
of Barry Docks, the 
island of Barry was 
permanently connected 
to the coast and quickly 
became a weekend 
venue to the sea for 
thousands; the Barry 
Railway and Docks 
Company Ltd had been 
completed to the 
Rhondda and would 
spread its tentacles 
across much of the south 
Wales coalfield (mainly 
in the transportation of 
coal from the mines to 
the fast expanding 
docks) but with the 
added bonus of 
excursion trains to the 
sea. 

Plans to build a 
tramway from Barry 
railway to the island 
were scrapped in favour 
of an extension of the 
railway to the island, 
which opened on August 
3 of that year. 

Since the arrival of 


the paddle steamer 
Bonnie Doon at Bristol 
in 1886 and the 
promotions of sea 
excursions by a number 
of companies at about 
the same time had set up 
a new seasonal business. 


Robertsons of Cardiff 
and Peter and Alec 
Campbell in Bristol, 
among others, had set 
the standard with 
purpose-built ships for 
day excursions and 


In common with all 


Paddlesteamers Gwalia by the pontoon 
and Barry coming alongside. 


other south Wales 
railway companies the 
bread and butter 
business was coal — 
millions of tons of it to 
be exported all over the 
world as well as a huge 
domestic market. 

In 1896, the Barry 
railway had however 
been authorised ot 
extend the Barry Island 
line half a mile on a 
gradient of one in 80 
through a tunnel 280 
yards long, to a station 
next to a low water 
pontoon. 


This was to be Barry 
Pier — a station for trains 
and boats. The new line 
opened for business on 
June 27, 1899. The first 
ship to call was paddle 
steamer Lady Margaret 
of Peter and Alec 
Campbell’s White 
Funnel Fleet. The 
shipping company took 
over 49,000 passengers 
from the new facility in 
the first year, but were 
sufficiently unhappy 
with this arrangement to 
request a subsidy from 
the Barry Railway

The problem was that 
by the time Campbells 
steamers called at Barry 
Pier, their ships were 
already largely full up 
and passengers who had 
come down by trai: 
were left behind. Also, 
when Campbell’s put 
two steamers on the 
Barry station, they didn’t 
compare with profits of 
other ships from Cardiff, 
Newport and Bristol. 

Without financial 
compensation for basing

ships at Barry the 
Campbell withdrew — 
leaving the barry 
Railway Company with 
an enormous headache: a 
brand new facility with 
no real purpose! 

The answer? Build a 
fleet of excursion 
steamers of your own 
and challenge the mighty 
White Funnel fleet! The 
Barry company 
accordingly set out to 
get an Act of Parliament 
to run their own fleet: 
but it came with snags. 

The Barry Railway 
(Steam Vessels) Act of 
August 15, 1904 wet out 
stringent conditions to 
protect other maritime 
companies plying on the 
Severn Sea. Barry 
steamers were permitted 
to carry only ‘passengers 
and their luggage, 
perishable merchandise 
and also such small 
consignments of other 
merchandise as are 
usually carried by steam 
vessels constructed for 
and engaged in such 
passenger traffic.’ 

Then only allowed to 
travel between Barry and 
places on the south side 
of the Bristol Channel 
between Weston and 
Ilfracombe, and summer 
excursion as far as 
Hartland Point and 
Tenby. 

Worst of all — 
passengers had to 
embark and disembark at 
Barry.

Big Farmland Bird 
Count’s good news 


112 species, 240,000 
birds, 783314 acres, 
975 farmers — the 
2017 Big Farmland 
Bird Count (BFBC) 
has provided some 
fascinating results 
once again. 

Farmers, gamekeepers 
and land managers took 
part in this year’s count 
to see how their 
conservation efforts are 
paying off. A total of 
112 species and 22 Red 
List species were 
counted across the UK. 

Fieldfare, starling, 
house sparrow, song 
thrush and 
yellowhammer were all 
counted in the top 25 
and appear in the Red 
List species — great 
news! 

The most abundant of 
these, fieldfares and 
starlings, were seen on 
over 40 per cent of the 
farms taking part. For 
the third year, the top 
four most abundant

In the Wales, 75 
species of birds were 
recorded by the farmers 
across more than 
5,000ha. The most 
commonly seen was the 
jackdaw, followed by 
pheasant, blackbird, 
crow and chaffinch. In 
addition, 15 Red List 
species were recorded in 
the county, including 
tree sparrow, 
yellowhammer and 
skylark. 

Jim Egan, head of 
development at the 
GWCT commented: “I 
am delighted that so 
many birds have been 
recorded in our 4th Big 
Farmland Bird Count. 
This is an opportunity 
for farmers to see the 
results of all their hard 
work. 

“Of the 112 species 
recorded, 22 were Red 
Listed — the highest 
conservation priority 
species, which need 
urgent action. To help 
these species, there are 
several options for 
famers in terms of 
management. ” 

For this year’s count, 
1951 tree sparrow were 
recorded on a total of 
172 farms, in fact it was 


the 40th most commonly 


seen bird. Coming in 
21st place on the most 


recorded on 312 farms. 
It’s also worth 
mentioning there were 
1786 Skylark on 143 
farms across the UK. 

“For the first time, 
those taking part in the 
count have been able to 
submit their results 
online and it’s made a 
huge difference to us in 
terms of accuracy and 
analysing the data,” 
continued Jim Egan. 

Rob Gladwin head of 
business development & 
sustainability, crop 
protection, UK/IRE at 
BASF, who were 
sponsors of the BFBC 
commented: “There are 
some really simple 
measures such as nest 
boxes for Tree sparrow; 
extended grass margins 
for Yellowhammer and 
spring cropping for 
Skylark. 

“The key thing is that 
these measure can sit 
alongside and 
complement efficient 
and productive farming.”

Christian’s 
new role as

EVER since he rode 


his first winner 
between-the-flags as 
a young lad, 


Ogmore by Sea’s 
Christian Williams’ 
racing career has 
been reported upon 
by yours truly in the 
pages of The GEM. 

All his ups and downs 
as an amateur point-to- 
point rider and later as a 
professional National 
Hunt jockey have been 
reported in these pages 
over the years, the wins, 
the injuries, the good 
times and the bad. 

More years ago now 
than I care to remember, I 
awarded Christian my 
“Most Promising Rider’ 
award and I wrote back 
then that “... He has a 
promising future ahead 
of him and could, given 
the chances, make a 
name for himself under 
National Hunt rules”. 

Well, Christian 
certainly did that he rode 
more than 100 winners 
for legendary champion 
trainer Paul Nicholls and 
three of those wins were 
on the mighty Denman. 

He rode Royal 
Auclair, which finished 
runner-up in the 2005 
Aintree Grand National 
and, if my memory 
serves me right, he also 
finished second on two 
occasions in the Welsh 
Grand National 

at Chepstow. 

A graduate of the 
Llangeinor Hunt Pony 
Club, Christian went to 
work as assistant trainer 
to Lilancarfan's Evan 
Williams and he has also 
worked with Lambourn's 


Dai 
Somerset's 
Barber. 

Now he had taken out 
a licence to train 
racehorses himself and 
he will be based at Ffos 
Las supremo Dai 
Walters’-owned The 
Hollies Stables on the 
outskirts of Cardiff. 

Williams told the 
press: “I started work 
with Mr Walters four 
years ago and the natural 
progression now is to 
take out a licence.We 
have a state of art facility, 
which enables 
and the staff to maximise 
the potential of horses in 
our care. 

“T finished riding after 
a lengthy _ thought 
process, when I felt the 
time was right for me 
personally. Since then

HUNT-racing enthusiasts in 
the Vale will be saddened to 
learn of the death after a long 
ilmess of former Welsh point- 
to-point rider Derrick 
Llewellin of Pembrokeshire. 

Derrick who was aged 78, died 
peacefully at Parc-Y-Llyn Nursing 
Home, Pembrokeshire, and his funeral 
service takes on Tuesday, April 11, at 
Pare Gwyn Crematorian at 10.45am 
followed by a service of Thanksgiving 
at 12.30 at Uzmaston Church. 

Derrick is survived by his widow 
Judith, son Christopher and daughters 
Caroline and Claire. He was also a 
loving grandfather of Morgan, Jack, 
Lara and Isabelle. 

In 1959 Derrick riding his home- 
bred Clover Bud landed a division of 
the Lady Dudley Cup at the 
Worcestershire Hunt and the following 
year Clover Bud with David Nicholson 
in the saddle went on to win the Welsh 
Grand National at Chepstow. 

As tough as old boots, Clover Bud 
won six more races under Rules and 
raced until she was 15, covering more 
than 150 miles of National Hunt fences 
and only on one occasion did she fall at 
the first fence in the Aintree Grand 
National. 

An out and out stayer she won the 
Fred Withington at Cheltenham and a 
four-miler at Birmingham. Clover Bud 
died at the age of 27 and produced, 
among other good horses, Captain 
Clover and champion point-to-pointer 
National Clover who was the dam of 
that good Cheltenham performer Go 
Balistic. 

Another good mare Derrick was 
associated with was Ronaheath and 


Derrick 


Derrick's niece, amateur rider 
Charlotte Owen, said: “Ronaheath was 
Derrick's favourite as she was most 
difficult to train being a_ typical 
naughty chestnut mare. She often 
caused a scene in the paddock and if 
she jumped off at the start that was 
brilliant. Ronaheath won 15 races all 
told and in 1975 she won the Spillers 
Leading Point-To-Pointer Trophy.” 

National Clover, which Derrick had 
bred from his mare Clover Bud, was 
one of the best ladies' open race horses 
in the country and in 1984 she won the 
Grand Marnier Trophy winning nine 
times and in all but one of those races 
was partnered by Mandy Lingard. 

On one occasion at a point-to-point 
presentation evening in Bridgend, 
David quietly gave me a fiver to have a 
drink. A generous gesture considering 
that for some time I had been writing 
him up in my reports as Derek instead 
of his correct christian name Derrick. 

Someone told me that I had been 
mispelling his name and when I next 
saw him I said: “Derrick, why didn't 
you tell me I have been mispelling 
your name?” He replied: “I was just 
glad I was getting a mention.” 

Some other good point-to-pointers 
that Derrick rode were Worthy Lad, a 
big strong gelding which stood nearly 
17 h.h., Reverando, Pilboy and 
Rosemary's Russet.
